Tux death of Admiral Sir Edward Harvey, K O.B , occurred at 
Walmer, Kent. The venerable admiral, who completed his 82nd 
yéer in March last, entered the navy in 1793 on board the Bruns- 
wick, 74, commanded by his father, Captain John Harvey, who 
was mortally wounded on the potou 1st of Jura, 1794 He aftar- 
wards was midshipman in the Prince of Wales, 98, then bearing the 
flag of his uncle, Rear Admiral Henry Harvey, and was present at 
the capture of Trinided and the destruction of the Spanish 
squadron in Shagareume Bay in 1797 He joined the Beaalie 
and in that ship shared in the action off Oamnerdown. He obtained 
bis commission as lieutenant in July, 1801, and was acting 
lieutenant of the Southampton at the capture of the Danish 
and Swedish West India Islands in that year. As lieu- 
tenant of the Intrepid, he commended the detachment of 
seamen and marines that ship at the capture of 
Capri, and he also served at the defevoe of Gaeta. As com- 
mander (which rank he attained in Jan 1808) of the Oephalus, in 
1809-10 he captured four French privateers, and while employed in 
the defence of Sicily was engaged with the gun boats on the coast 
of Oslabria. He was apoointed in February 1839, to command the 
Implacable, 74. in the Mediterranean, where hie eminent services 
in 1840, on the cosst of Syris. and also at the blockade of Alexan- 
dria, obtained for him official thanks. The gallant officer has not 
been afloat since the Implacable was paid cff in 1842
